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The remaining Part of the Emperour’s Manifefto 
ageinjt the Pope. 
[Pon mature \.cofideration of the recited De- 
claracion and of aii and fingulae the Clautes 
therein contain’d, we Canwot buc be extremeiy con- 
to find, what, among other th:ugs, the Court 
of Rowe fhould by arrogatiug 10 thewielves a Sove- 
reigaty as of right be.oaging co them, pretend to 
abolith ine Rights of Us and the Roman 
Empire in oge der with we Rights thence 
accrping to the ..u coy of Milan over Parma and 
Piscenze: isom whe cacrent Tenour of Hi- 
fury, and frou: che Grants of the Ivefticures given 
by our Piececctiors the Roman Exaperouss, as well 
as from other publick Laftrumenis, ’us moft apparent, 
that she direct, fupreme, and fovereign Dominion 
over the {aid Parma and Piacenza, rightfully belongs 
tono other chan to Us and the facred Roman Empire, 
and thar the lawful Poffeflors vi the Dutchy of Mi- 
lan are invefted therwwith, certain ic cannot be 
fiewn, that this direct and fupreme Dominion, and 
referv'd Soveraignty, was ever renounc’d by any Em- 
perour; orthac without the exprefs Confenc of the 
Emperows and Empire it could be renounc’d, wanf- 
ferr'd, or alienated by the Dukes of Adilan ; much 
lefs be validly afium’d by the Court of Rome ; or 
be legaily acknowledg’d by the Dukes of Parma to 
be in that Court. Many Hiftusiaas teftity this, and 
at the fame time seiace particularly and at large, 
what has been conitartiy doue im this Mater for 
afferting and preferving tae Imperiai Rignts. Nor 
need thofe who are weil infcrm’d of publick Affairs 
betold, how ftrenucufly our Predeceifors, anc par- 
ticularly Charies the Fiich of glosious Meinory, 
maintsin’d and afferied bis own and che Empire's 
Rights, not cnly in the Courfe of his Life,but m the 
Pieamble of his laft Will. And befides, ’tis {uffi- 
ciently Foown, thac the Imperial Rights are fo in- 
coiporat.d with thofe of the Empire, that they can 
by no Means be divided from it without the Con- 
fent of all its Members, much Iefs againft their Con- 
le: be wrefted and feparated fiom it by Pontifical 
Bulls, tho’ big with never fo great Threats of Ful- 
mination, 

The Anempts therefore of the Popes mention’d in 
the above-reciied Declaration, to affume to them- 
felvesa Power of judging in theic own Caufe, and 
by Virtue of fuch kind of Bulls to arrogaie to them- 
felves the Rights of a third Perfon, were vain and 
hardly deferve to be anfwer'd o:herwife than by Con- 
tempt, Aud indeed it cannot well be imagin’d what 
the Court of Rome could mean, when they affirm’d 
Inthe forefaid Declaration thar our Troops had in- 
Vaded the Lards of the Church, when they knew, 
Or at leaft ought to bave known, that they were 
Fees belonging to Us and the Empire on which 
thofe Troops were quarier'd ; and that the Law of 
Nature and Nations does fo far allow them neceffary 
Subliftance, rhac even in a neutral Territory 
might jafily demand and take Provifions, when for 
thet Subficance thofe who furnith it are defended 
and preferv'd from: greater hoftile Damage and Dan- 
> No Man can be ignorant that thofe Circum- 
flances happen’d in this Cafe, and that according to 
the Canons, Laws, and Reafon of State, rbe Clergy 
themfelves ate oblig’d, for maintaining Peace and 
Liberty, to thare the common Burthens ; efpecially 
in thas Province, where this antient Cuftom of con- 
iributing in common to the military Expences bas 
been always obferv’d, and where the Clergy of Par- 
ma have fuch large Poffeffions, that more than a 
fourth Part of the whole Datchy is in their Hands. 
Irill became the Glergy therefore, who abouad in 
all Affluence, while the reft of the People are indigent, 


to thew themfelves fo tenacious of their Money ; 
to refnie tho’ earneftly follicued by our Imperial 
Commitlioner, to part witb a Penny in Concurrence 
with the Laity; and co peifift retractorily and ob- 
ftinatcly in their Refolution, notwihtanding our 
faid Commiifioner, gave an iliuftrious of Re- 
verence fur the holy Sec, by inferting in the Agree- 
ment he concluded, that the Pope thouid have the 
Honour of giving his Confent to che Sums ftipulated 
for the commow and fic. 

Thefe and many other Steps, which we carefully 
and juftly caus’d to be taken in the Proceedings on our 
Part, are fuch pregnant Inftances of our kquity and 
of the lawful Exercite of our Imperial Office, chat 
we are nut able to comprehbena trom what Spring 
or Claim of Right thofe violent Spiritual Cenfuies ca 
prefs'd in the foremention’d Declaration were fo 
rafhly emitted. We did what our own Rights and 
thofe of the Empire requir'd of us; and we did it in 
that Manner which the Conflitutions and Ufages of 
the Empire prefcribe, and the tingular Regard which 
without any private Views we bear towards the com- 
mon Father of Chiiftendom, and the Apottolical See, 
feem’d to require: As is abundantly manifeft from 
the feveral Negotiations of Cardinal Grimani, both for 
ubtaining the iuperfluous Atient of the Pope, and re- 
prefenting the Abufe of Ecclefiaftical Authority fo 
haftily and injurioufly exerciz‘d. 

We fee Examples of the Court of Rome's Behaviour 
in the like Cafe,of Taxes and Conrributions Jaid on the 
Clergy, and obterve them to carry themielves in a very 
different Manner towards our Enemies, tho’ as Difture 
bers of the common Liberty of Europe they deferve 
no Favour; And yet tothem that Court do either 
immediately give their Affent, tho’ often againft com- 
mon Juftice, or do fo indulge and cennive at their Exe 
tortions, that the partial Animofity with which we 
are attack’d in the fight of all che World wich the ute 
moft Licenfe, and our own and the Empise’s Rights 
by Speech, Printing, and open Fatts conrefted, 
would long ago have excited us to fhew our Refent- 
ment, had not the innate Goodnefs of the Houfe of 
Auftria and other Confiderations with Refpe& to Holy 
Church prevented us. And we would willingly con- 
tinue yet further to manifeft our Patience, however 
provok’d from the Beginning of our Imperial Reign, 
were any longer Forbearance to vindicate our own 
Rights and the Rights of the Empire excwfable, or 
could we in fo doing be juftified to God and co Pofte- 
rity. But now, being urg’d to the contrary, by the 
Laws divine and humane, right Reafon, the Law of 
Nations, and other Principles of Juftice and Piety, 

Having all thefe for our Support, and being mindful 
of the Capitulation to which we fwore, and of the 
Imperial Conftitutions ; having alfo taken the Advice 
of our Privy Councellors, and of our whole Imperial 
Aulick Council, and alfo confulted forreign Theolo- 
gifts and Men learn’d in the Canon and Civil Laws 5 
in Defence of our own and the Empire’s Rights, 

We declare, that the above inferted Declaration, is 
void, null, and of no Effe&, and that the Excommu- 
nication therein exprefs’d, or any other of the like Na- 
ture that is or can be pretended, ought to be deem’d 
invalid ; there being no Grounds for it, becaufe it e- 
vidently appears to have been and to be deficient of 
the Caufes requifite, namely mortal Sin, Contumacy 
in a notorious Errour, previous Citation of the Per- 
fons concern’d, &c; and becaufe the Declaration of the 
Court of Rome appears as evidently not to tend to the 
Defence of the Lord’s Inheritance, but to the abfolute 
Ufurpation of the Imperial Rights over the Dutchies 
of Parma and Piacenza. mee 

And forafinuch as ‘tis the Opinion of the ney Fae 
thers and Councils, that the Cenfures of the Church 
are not tremendous to thofe on whom, but to thofe b 
whom they are unjuftly infli&ted, We leave it to Al- 
mighty God, the Judge of all Flefh, and Searcher of 
Hearts, and to every unbiafs’d Man, to weigh and dee 
termine, what Judgement ought to be made of the 
Complaint of the Clergy, who ftopp'd their Ears when 
the Enemies of Us and the faered Roman Empire, did 
jn tne Provinces of Germany and Italy, and even in 


the Pope’s Territories, opprefs at their Difcretion, and 


fly mifufe the Minifters of God and the 
json ut rofe up with Outrage againft Us, ut 
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moft ferene and potent Prince Charles the 3d King of 
Spain, againft the Kingdom of Naples, and the Duke 
of S.vo’, alfoon as ever the Favour of Heaven fhon lo 
Our jult Caule, that Naples with che 
other Parts of opprefs'd Italy, and the Spanith Nether- 
Jands, were miuraculouly wreited out of the powerful 
of ou. Enemies. 
— fur che perpetual Memory of the thing, we 
do by Virtue of thele Pretents declare, and moit ef- 
fettualiy, fo far as is needtul, proteit, thatno Right 
wuatever, much lefs the direct aad fupreme Dominion 
over Parma and Piacenza, has been or caa be yielded 
by Us to che Roman See 5 but that on the contrary we 
firmly relerve and confirm to our delves and the facred 
Koman Empire, in the beft form and manner, all and 
fingular the fupreme Dominions, by whatever Name 
they are call'd, which to the Prejudice of our Prede- 
ceflors and Us, have ever been or are now ulurp’d: 
Aanulling, abolihing, cafliag, ali unlawful Poileffi- 
ons and Pretentions, -xcept fuch as out of tie Imperial 
Generofity and Munificence have been expretly cranf- 
fered tothe foretsid See; and declaring them to be 
null, unjuit and invalid, the more becauie whatever 
has by any Colour of tcparate Authority been puo- 
lickly or privily taken trom the impectal Majefty, or 
could not be alienated vy the Emperour himielf with- 
out the due Forms, does of courle tall to the Ground. 

In like Manner we do molt tolemnly and particu. 
larly deny the pretended Power of the Courc of Rome 
over the Rights and tecular Eftates of a third Perfon, 
and which the Pontifical Bulls prefuine to exercile ; 
feeing thofe Bulls are neither valid in this ReSpect, nor 
{uv receivd, by whatever Names they are dignified ; 
aud neither can nor ought to bind us and the Roman 
Empire : Nor do we admit or can we aliow any fuch 
Power in the foremention’d Court, as that by which 
they attempt to cals or annull what we by Virtue of 
our Imperial Oifice and Authority difpofe and or- 
dain. Not doubting but the Diet of the whole Em- 
pire, and all its Electors, Princes, States, Vailals and 
Subje&s, will adhere to us effeCtually with their Ad- 
vice and Affifttance, when the Exigency and Circum- 
ftances of Affaiss require. 

We do agen therefore, with aclear Mind, and up- 
on found and mature Advice, and in the Plenitude of 
our Imperial Power,by thefe Prefents publickly declare, 
contradict, abolifh, cafs, and proteit all that is be- 
fore (ecified ; in the moit folemn form and manner 

offiole, annulling, and adjudging to be void and un- 
yuit, whatever in the forerecited Declaration, either in 
the Form or Matter of it, is exprefs’d or may feem to 
be meant to the Prejudice of our own Rights and 
thofe of the facred Roman Empire, or even to the Pre- 
judice of our Minifters, Commifiioners, Soldiers, or 
other Perfons whatfoever. 

We forbid likewife, all and &ingular ecclefiaftical and 
fecular Vaffals Minifters and Subjects of Us and the 
Empire, whether in the Territories of the Church, the 
Durchies of Parma and Piacenza, er elfewhere, on the 
Penalty of incurring the heavieft Indignation of Us 
and the Empire, Confifcation of Eftate, and corporal 
Punifhment, to have any Regard in any Cafe to any 
thing contain’d in the forefaid Declaration ; promifing 
our Imperial Protection and Clemency to the faithful 
and obedient: And therefore we fhall in due Manner 
warn the Duke of Parma, to acknowledge, with Re- 
{pest to Parma and Piacenza, no other Dominion than 
that of Us and of the faid King of Spain our deareft 
Brovher, as being the Jawful Lords and Poffeffors re- 
fpectively of the Dutchy of Milan; the rather becaufe 
"tis evident on other Accounts that he is juftly bound 
to be refponfible to us for our own and the facred Ro- 
man F mpire’s Rights. 

Lafily, we befeech the almighty and juft God, to 
indue al] Mankind with an ardent and fincere Love of 
hone”, faithful, and perpetual Peace and Concord ; 
and to grentto Us his. Grace, to enable us to defend 
with Conftancy and Fortitude whatever belongs to Us 
ani the facred Empire; acknowledging with moft 
humble Grarirude thac whatever is Caiar’s came from 
the divine Maj-fty ; and profefling by this publick De- 
¢Clarstion, and repeated Proteftation and Refervation, 
relaring co the femporal Poff:ffions and Rights of the 
Empire, that noching can belong to aay Perfon what- 
ever, except what has been confirm’d to them 

y the ex srefs Confent of our Predeceilors and of the 

mpire ; and particularly that no Perfon can rightfully 
have, claim, or 7flume, any Supreme temporal Domi- 
nion belonging rv the faid Empire. Declaring in the 
moft folemn, firm, and effectual manner poffible, all and 
fingular things, done or thought to be done to the 
Contrary to be void'and null. now as then, then as 
now, and forever; by Virtue of thefe Prefents, fub- 
fcrib’d with our own Hand, and corroborated with 


our own Imperial Seal. Done in our Ci} 

the 26th Day of June in the Year of pos oF Vien, 

the rgth of our Roman, the arft of our Hu i, 

and the 4th of our Bohemian Reign.
